
claims 38-46. Applicant also has cancelled claims 1-18, 23 and 25-37 in view of the restriction 
requirement. In view of the amendments to the claims, it is believed that the rejections have been 
obviated. It is respectfully submitted that no reference of record teaches or suggests Applicants' 
unique combination of steps for creating either a library of different semiconductor or metal- 
containing materials within an array, or a library of such materials for screening for a useful 
property, such as for catalytic activity. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully requests that the 
Examiner withdraw the present rejections and allow the case. 

The actions taken are in the interest of expediting prosecution and with no intention of 
surrendering any range of equivalents to which Applicants would otherwise be entitled in view of 
the prior art. 

Basis for these amendments can be found throughout the specification, drawings, and 
claims as originally filed, including but not limited to the specification at pages 7-9 and the 
examples. 

In short, Applicants believe that the claims as filed and certainly as now amended 
patentably distinguish over the prior art. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request withdrawal 
of the present rejections and allowance of the pending claims.
